LONDON, Feb. 24.—The German 
blockade of the British Isles has 
been in effect for a week, with the 
result that so far as is known, two 
Norwegian, one French and five Brit- 
ish steamers have been sunk or tor- 
pedoed by submarines, with the sur- 
prisingly small loss of four lives. 0 
of these steamers, the Belridge and 
Dinorah, succeeded in reaching port. 

On the other side of the account, 
it is reported that two German sub- 
marines are missing, and that a third 
had been hit and possibly sunk by a 
French destroyer. 

Besides the vessels which fell vic- 
tims to the submarines, two American 
and one Norwegian steamers have 
been sunk by mines in the North Sea, 
and the Swedish steamer Specia and 
one or two British steamers are over- 
due, and, it is feared, have been lost 
with their crews. 

In almost every case the steamer 
sunk by the submarine was a small 
and slow vessel, and at least three of 
them were caught while at anchor or 
while they were barely under way. 
This, with the failure of a submarine 
to hit a fast cross-channel steamer at 
which it fired a torpedo, apparently 
proves to the satisfaction of the Brit- 
ish naval writers that the steamer 
with moderate speed, which observes 
obvious precautions, can invariably es- 
cape the underwater craft, and such 
vessels are continuing to cross the 


seas, 

The blockade, however, has had the 
effect of increasing insurance rates, 
and some neutral owners are keeping 
their ships in neutral waters. 

The official information bureau an- 
nounced this afternoon that the Clan 
McNaughton, an armed merchant 
cruiser, is missing. The vessel was last 
heard of February 3, and it is feared 
that she has been lost. 

BUREAU INFORMATION, 

The text of the bureau's information 
follows : 

“The secretary of the Admiralty re- 
grets to announce that H.M.S. Clan 
McNaughton, an armed merchant 
cruiser, Commander Robert Jeffreys, 
R. N., has been missing since February 
3, and it is feared that the vessel hag 
been lost. 

“an unsuccessful search has been 
made, and wreckage supposed to be 
portions of this ship has since been 
discovered. 

“The last signal received from the 
Clan McNaughton was made in the 
early morning of February 3, and it is 
feared that she was lost during the 
bad weather which prevailed at that 


time. 

Two hundred and eighty men lost 
their lives when the MacNaughton 
went down. Among the crew were 
twenty men of the Newfoundland 
Royal Naval Reserve. Twenty offi- 
cers and 260 men were on board the 
warship.

When she was arrested at her home 
in Venice and was told that her broth- 
er had been arrested earlier in the 
day, the girl confessed to the forgery. 
“Of course, Jim had to tell the whole 
thing,” said Catherine. “Next time 
that I want to do anything there will 
be no boys in it, for they always get 
you into trouble.” 

The brother, who is also charged 
with forgery, declares that the plan 
to forge the checks originated with 
his sister, who said that she wanted 
to buy her younger sister and brother 
new shoes. This was veritied by the 
police, who found new shoes on the 
feet of the two younger Kennards.

SOUTHEAST HIGH SCHOOL 
TO BE BUILT BY CITY. 


HE construction during the pres- 

ent year of a large high school 
in southeast Los Angeles has been 
decided upon by the Board of Edu- 
cation, which has authorized Archi- 
tect Norman F. Marsh to prepare 
plans at once for a group of build- 
ings on the city’s newly- acquired site 
at Thirty-eighth street and Hooper 
avenue. The project, which will rep- 
resent an outlay of about $200,000, 
will be paid for out of the $6,000,000 
public school bond issue approved by 
the voters last year, arrangements 
having been made for the disposition 
of bonds sufficient to finance the un- 
dertaking. 

The announcement of the new 
southeast high school follows closely 
upon that of a new high school to be 
built in Highland Park; funds for 
which have also been provided 
through the sale of the necessary por- 
tion of the general bond issue. The 
site for this institution was recently 
acquired by the board after a lively 
squabble among varying local districts 
seeking the school. The architect of 
the Highland Park “High” will be El- 
more R. Jeffery. About $150,000 is 
available for the project. 

Provision is also being made by the 
board for the construction during the 
next few months of the main or au- 
ditorium building of the new Lincoln 
High School at North Broadway and 
Pritchard street. The structure, which 
is one of a number planned for this 
Northeast Los Angeles site and the 
third for which arrangements have 
been definitely made, will contain in 


addition to classrooms and a library, 
two auditoriums, one seating 1500 and 
the other 150. Needham & Cline, ar- 
chitects of the two present buildings 
of the Lincoln school, will have thé 
planning and superintendance of the 
new structure. 

In addition to the institutions 
named, at least three other high 
schools are called for under the bond 
issue. A iarge number of grade, pri- 
mary and intermediate schools are 
contemplated and these are to be put 
up as needed and as bonds to cover 
their construction are disposed of. 

Through the practically assured an- 
nexation of that portion of the San 
Fernando Valley containing the city 
of Van Nuys, there will probably 
come under the control of the Los 
Angeles Board of Education, within a 
few months, the modern $100,000 
high school now being completed at 
that place. Later, with the proposed 
annexation of the Owensmouth dis- 
trict, the city educational system of 
Los Angeles will include the splendid 
$100,000 Owensmouth Union High 
School, for which Architects Dennis 
& Hewitt are now preparing working 
Plans.

Justice Says Beach Church Worker 
has Evidently Acted in Good Faith 


The testimony of Rev. J. E. Cone, 
her pastor, and of other church as- 
gsociates and friends, failed to over- 
come a technicality in the case of 
Mrs. Luella Lamb of Venice, who was 
given a preliminary hearing on the 
charge of bigamy yesterday afternoon 
in Justice Henshaw's court. She was 
held for trial in the Superior Court. 

A letter written by Attorney Charles 
H. Darling of Aurora, III., to Mrs. 


Lamb in which he declared that her 
marriage to Peter Young, the com- 
plaining witness, was illegal and that 
it would not be necessary for her to 
obtain a legal separation before she 
married again convinced the court 
and others that she was not guilty 
of intentional wrong. The letter was 
gratifying to church friends who have 
believed in her tnnocence, but did not 
obtain her dismissal. 
“IT have an unpleasant duty to per- 
form here,” Justice Henshaw declared 
“Apparent- 
ly she acted in good faith but the law 
in the case requires that I hold her 
for further trial.” 
Attorney Ruben S. Schmidt, repre- 
senting Mrs. Lamb, declared that the 
action of Mr. Young was prompted 
by malice. The certified copy of the 
marriage certificate, which was intro- 
duced in evidence by the State. was 
obtained by Mr. Young in Chicago 
before he came to Los Angeles. 
“You have been in Los Angeles how 
long?“ Attorney Schmidt inquired of 
Mr. Young on cross-examination.

The court sustained an objection to 
the question. Mr. Young said that 
he is 64 years old® and a retired 
restaurant operator. 

Attorney Schmidt questioned Mr. 
Young at length about a marriage 
contracted by him in 1879, ten years 
before the woman he is now prosecut- 
ing, was born. Mrs. Lamb asserts 
that he did not obtain a legal sep- 
aration from his first wife and that 
he and not herself is cuilty of bigamy. 
The defendant's attorney read this 
statement to the court in regard to 
Mr. Young’s early marriage: 

“In 1901, Mrs. Young filed her 
bill for divorce in Aurora and at- 
tempted to obtain service by publi- 
cation. The Illinois law requires that 
in all services by publication the clerk 
of the court shall send a notice to 
the defendant. If this notice is not 
send the court cannot legally enter a 
decree of divorce. In the Young tase 
the notice was not sent, consequently 
the decree which the court entered 
was null and void.” | 
Mr. Young admitted on the witness 
stand that he had not been served 
with the required notice. He and the 
young woman were married in Chi- 
cago in 1910. ‘Three years later 
when she became convinced that she 
was the victim of a deception, she de- 
serted Mr. Young. 

This is an extract from Attorney 
Darling's letter on the strength of 
which the young woman was con- 
vinced that she had the legal right 
to marry L. G. Lamb: 

“Miss Ellis (Mrs. Lamb) is free. 
She is not married to any one and of 
course has no husband.”

the defense when he testified that 
Mr. Shaw came into his store next to 
Lomax’s on the day of the tragedy and 
asked him “to go Into Lomax’s and 
get my tools.” Watson said he got 
the tools and gave them to Mr. Shaw. 


A few of the tools were missing and 


Mr. Shaw asked “me to go back and 
get the other tools, saying, ‘I am 
through with Lomax and don't want 
to go near him.“ Young Watson 
said he started to go, but his brother, 
A. B. Watson, took him by the arm 
and said: “Let Shaw get tnose tools; 
you get to work.” He did and three 
minutes later Shaw came reeling into 
the store and dropped dead. 

Attorneys for the defendant fought 
for half an hour to keep young Wat- 
son’s testimony from the jury, al- 
though alleging that it was “imma- 
terial." Judge Craig overruled the 
motion and the jurors listened to what 
the Texan had to say. 

The prosecutiun in replying to the 
objections on the part of Lomax's at- 
torneys declared that “this witness's 
testimony is not only material, but 
most important. It shows the ling 
ef Mr. Shaw a few seconds before he 
was killed. It is most important that 
the jury should know this.” Watson

on. 

Earlier in the day Lomax himself 
made damaging admissions on cross- 
examination. He was evasive and 
nervous. When Deputy District At- 
torneys Keyes or Shannon asked him 
a question bearing directly upon the 
incidents surrounding the shooting he 
would invariably reply: 1 don’t re- 
member.“ He tried to explain nearly 
all of his answers au kept his eyes 
on the floor most of the time and tre- 
quently drank from a glass of water 
set at his elbow. 

On one occasion when Lomax said, 
“I don’t remember,” Judge Craig said: 
“You can answer that question, Mr. 
Lomax.” Lomax looked at the judge, 
_ at his attorneys, and answered 

NEEDED THE MONEY? 

Mr. Keyes sought to show that at 
the time he killed Shaw, July 15, last, 
Lomax was in desperate condition 
financially. It is the theory of the 
prosecution that Lomax had proposed 
to Mr. Shaw that he set fire to his 
jewelry store, so Lomax could collect 
$9000 in insurance, They assert that 
Lomax had offered Shaw a percentage 
of the amount collected. Mr. Shaw 
refused to be a party to the arson 
plot, according to the prosecution, and 
quit Lomax. 

“Early in July, before this shooting 
took place, you had promissory notes 
for $3545.64 hanging over you. Did 
you have the money to meet them?” 
asked Mr. Keyes. 

Lomax twitched in his chair and 
replied that the notes were not neces- 
sarily due at that time. They were 
one-day notes,” he said, “and my 
banker was carrying me until I could 
get matters straightened out.’ 

Lomax admitted his abilities were 
about $11,000, and the insurance 
$9000. 

Mr. Keyes then shifted the exam- 
ination to matters relative to the trip 
to the vicinity of Victorville made by 
Mr. Shaw, Lomax and others in June, 
1914, when they bought a mine. 

“Did Shaw charge to other persons 
at that time that you were trying to 
beat him out of his interest in the 
mine?” asked Mr. Keyes. 

Lomax again hesitated. 

Mr. Keyes repeated the question. 

Lomax looked at his attorneys and 
said slowly: “I don’t remember hav- 
ing heard such charges.” : 

HIS VERSION. 


Lomax then gave his version of the 
shooting. He said Shaw came in the 
store and while they were in the rear 
of the store (Lomax was seated) Shaw 
pulled a gun and demanded that Lo- 
max give him $1000, or “I will make 
public your offer to me to burn your 
store.” Lomax said he reached around 
to his desk, drew a gun and while 
frightened almost to death, he pulled 
the trigger and shot Shaw. | 

He couldn't remember whether he 
hit him in the back or not. 

“Did you look for the gun you say 
Shaw had, and which has so mysteri- 
ously disappeared’” he was asked. 

“I did not. I put on my hat and 
left the store,” he repliea. 

“How is it that you remember so 
much about what Shaw said that day, 
but you don't remember anything 
about the actual shooting?” 

“I thought Shaw was going to shoot, 
so I shot.” 

Col. J. C. McClellan, a jeweler of 
Memphis, testified that “Mr. Shaw 
was a splendid fellow and a cracker- 
jack workman. He was industrious 
and quiet and I never heard any one 
say a word against him.” 

When Lomax’s attorneys asked him 
about the depositions he replied slow- 
ly: “Mr. Shaw wasn’t that kind of 
aman. I don't believe them.“ 

R. S. Stephens, a druggist of Kan- 
sas City, testified that he knew Shaw 
when he conducted a jewelry store 
next to his drug store in that place. 
“He was a hard-working fellow and 
every one liked him. He had an ex- 
cellent reputation and was well be- 
haved.” 

He didn't place much stock in the 
depositions. 

Lee M. Schiller, a jeweler of San 
Diego, said Mr. Shaw had worked 
for him for several months and that 
he was a fine workman. Mr. Schiller 
said: “Mr. Shaw came highly recom- 
mended.” It developed that one of 
the Kansas City men who made a 
deposition accusing Shaw of attempted 
blackmail had written Mr. Schiller 
strongly recommending Mr. Shaw.

AN AUTO TALK. 

Col. I. W. Lord, former Supervisor 
of San Befnardino county, old-time 
politician and father of Lordsburg, 
qualified as an expert in Judge Hew- 
itt’s court in the suit of his wife, Mra. 
Julia E. Lord, against ‘an automobile 
firm, to recover $500, first payment on 


a 1915 car, price $2600. 


Automobiles were unknown when 
Col. Lord played politics. Hig eye- 
teeth were cut when he bought a car. 
In reply to the question, “What ex- 
perience have you had?” Mr. Lord ro- 
plied: 

“Well; they got me to look at a ma- 
chine. They talk smooth, them auto 
fellows, and they got me in one, and 
it rode fine. I bought it. I had a 
grudge against my son-in-law, and I 
gave the car to him. He wanted to 
pay me $6500 for it, but I gave the 
money back to him.” 

There was no humor in Mrs. Lord's 


experience with an auto agent. She 
said she told him she wanted the latest 


1915 model. The car was delivered, 
but on inspection she says it proved to 
be of the vintage of 1914, and she 
notified the dealers she would not take 
it. She sent the notice so that it 
would reach the dealers at 8 o'clock 
the following morning. <A salesman 
for another auto raced in an electric 
for the bank to stop payment on the 
$500 check she had given the dealers, 
but the latter’s car beat the 


and the check was cashed.

Lord got what she asked for. At that 
time it was alleged the 1915 car had 
not come in. The dealers claim she 
got what she wanted. The matter 
was submitted on briefs.

O PART of Washington's farewell ad- 
ress made a more profound impression 
than his warning to his countrymen 
against taking side in European o-xflicts. 
“Europe,” he declared, “has a set of primary. 
interests which to us have none or very re- 
mote relation.” He afgued that it “would 
be unwise in us to implicate ourselves by | 
artificial ties in the ordinary vicissitudes 
of her politics or the ordinary combinations 


ties.” If the new nation was to develop in 


peace, it was necessary to beware of in- 
; particular na- 
tions and passionate attachments to others.” 

It is evident that Washington had in mind 
the principle of safety first. He was con- 
cerned over the dangers which beset a weak 
nation when it allows itself to take sides 
in the quarrels of the strong. The ocean 
then was a real barrier, and America could 
take advantage of geographical detachment 
to safeguard its moral detachment. 

In the present conflict the conditions have 
changed. This nation is no longer weak; it 
is a great world power, conscious of its 
strength. It is no longer remote, it is near 
to the scenes of strife. The battlefields of 
Belgium are to all practical purposes nearer 
to us than Massachusetts was in Washing- 
ton’s day to New Jersey. The ocean has 
ceased to be a barrier. 7 

To keep the peace is as truly the purpose 
of enlightened statesmanship as it was in the 
early days of the republic. But the means 
of keeping it have changed completely.

published a book entitled, “Constitutional 
Government in the United States.” Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was then going the limits 
in urging his policies upon Congress and 
Mr. Wilson indorsed him in his book. He 
wrote as follows: 
There is no national choice except 
the President. No one else represents 
the people as a whole, exercising a na- 
tional choice; and inasmuch as his 
strictly executive duties are in fact sub- 
ordinated, so far at any rate as all 
details are conce , the President 
represents not so much the party's gov- 
erning efficiency as Its vita] link of con- 
nection with the thinking nation. He 
can dominate his party by being spokes- 
man for the real sentiment and purpose 
of the country, by giving direction to 
opinion, by giving.the country at once 
the information and the statements of 
policy which will enable it to form its 
judgments alike of parties and of men. 
For he is also the political leader of the 
nation, or has it in his power to be. 
His is the only national voice in affairs. 
Let him once win the admiration and 
confidence of the country and no other 
force can withstand him, no combina- 
tion of forces will easily overpower him. 
His position takes the imagination of 
the country. If he rightly interpret the 
national thought and bodly insist upon 
it he is irresistible, and the country 
never feels the zest of action as when 
ite President is of such insicht and 
caliber. Its instinct is for unified action 
and it craves a single leader.“ 
Mr. Wilson repudiates the theory that 
functions of the executive and the legis- 


lative branches of the government are in- 


tended by the Constitution to be divided. 
In his book on constitutional government 
he wrote: 

“Some of our Presidents have deliber- 
ately held themselves off from using 
the full power they might legitimately 
have used, because they were more 
theorists than statesmen. The Prest- 
dent is at liberty, both in law and con- 
science, to be as big a man as he can. 

His capacity will set the limit, and if 
Congress be overborne by him, it will 
be no fault of the makers of the Con- 
stitution—it will be from no lack of 
constitutional powers on its part, but 
only because the President has the 
nation behind him and Congress has 
not.”
